SEOUEITIES FOE THE INSUEANCE DEPARTMENT. 



In pursuance of chapter 732 of the Laws of 1868, which pro- 
vides as foUows : 

Section 1. No transfer of stocks, "bonds, and mortgages or other 
securities, now held or hereafter received by the Superintendent of 
the Insurance Department under the provisions of any act author- 
ìzing deposits in the said department, shall be deemed valid or ,of 
binding force or effect, unless the same be countersigned by the 
Treasurer of the State, or in his absence from his oflScc, or inability 
to perform the duties of his office, by his deputy. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer aforesaid to keep in his 
office, or in the office of the Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department, a book in which ehall be entered the name of the 
company from whose accounts such transfer of securities is made 
by the Superintendent, and the name of the party to whom such 
transfer is made, unless such transfer shall be made in blank ; and 
the par vaine of any stock so transferred shall be entered therein, 
and the amount for which every mortgage transferred is held by 
the Superintendent, and the name of the party to whom assigned, 
shall also be therein entered ; and it shall be the duty of the Treas- 
urer, immediately upon countersigning and entering the same, to 
advise, by mail, the company from whose accounts such transfer is 
made of the kind of security and the amount of the same thus 
transferred. 

§ 2. The Treasurer shall present in his annual report to the 
Legislature, the total amount of such transfers or assignments, 
countersigned by him.

There is now ou deposit in the New York State Loan and Trust 
Co., of New York city, the sum of $10,001.94, and in my hands 
$49,000 of United States bonds, being the amount received from 
the Attomey-General of the State, the source of which is explained 
in the f ollowing communication : 

Albany, Decemher 30, 1873. 
Hon. Thomas Raines, Treasurer, etc. : 

Dear Sir. — ^William A. Kinnelly died in the city of Brooklyn 
on the 17th day of Aprii, 1868, unmarried, withont issue, leaving 
a last will and testament dated May 21, 1867, which was admitted 
to probate by the surrogate of Kings county, on the 28th day of 
July, 1868. By said will he bequeathed certain of his property to 
cortain persons as legatees, and disposed of the rest in trust to 
Matthew Aaholm and Robert O'Brien, executors, for the purpose 
of establishing a home for orphan children. 

The executors being advised that this trust was illegai, filed a 
bill on or about March 10, 1870, for the purpose of òbtaining a 
judicial decision thereon. In this suit, commenced in the Supreme 
Court of the city and county of New York, the said executors 
were plaintiffs, and the people of the State of New York defend- 
ants, for the reason that no heirs or next of kin of said deceased 

could be found. 

This cause was tried in the month of May, 1870, and a decree 
entered, dated the 9th day of Decomber, 1870, adjudging that the 
trusts created by said last will and testament were void, and the 
funds in the hands of the executors, with certain real estate and 
property situated in the city of Brooklyn, were adjudged to be the 
property of the people of the State of New York. 

The papers and proceedings in this suit are on file in this county. 
The executors thereafter passed their accounts before a referee 
appointed by the court, and John O'Brien, of the city of New 
York, was, by a further order or decree, dated the 24:th day of 
Decamber, 1870, appointed receiver of the property and assets
